Circus  Maximus  Takes  Marion  By  Storm 

The  Show  Goes  On  --  Despite  Hurricane  Edouardo 
ByDionne  F.  Richmond 


A  half  hoxir  before  show  time,  the  improv 
group  Circus  Maximus  quickly  went  over  last 
minute  details  on  stage  at  the  Marion  Art  Center, 
like  timing  their  guitar  and  practicing  on  the  piano 
and  singing  as  well  as  reviewing  their  line-up  for  the 
night  which  was  taped  down  to  the  stage  floor. 

The  improv  group,  made  up  of  players  James 
Waterston  of  Mattapoisett  and  New  York,  and  his 
friends  Mike  Handelman  and  David  Guion,  even 
claim  to  take  responsibility  for  lining  up  the  chairs 
before  the  show  starts.  On  Sunday  rught,  their  last 
performance  of  the  weekend,  they  take  a  few 
minutes  to  talk  with  the  "Wanderer"  about  what  the 
group  has  been  doing  in  the  past  year  since  their 
last  performance  in  Marion. 

When  asked  what  they  are  thinking  about 
before  their  performance,  Mike  Handelman  said  on 
this  particular  rught  he  was  wondering  if  the 
hurricane  was  going  to  kill  him. 

All  kidding  aside,  he  said  improv  really  isn't 
the  kind  of  thing  you  can  prepare  for  since  they 
must  invent  scenes,  songs,  and  stories  based  on 
suggestions  from  the  audience.  Everything  is  spur  of 
the  moment,  and  they  must  think  fast  on  their  feet. 
Each  performance  is  original  and  unique,  as  the 
players  and  the  audience  discover  new  worlds  and 
situations,  limited  only  by  their  combined 
imaginations. 

"We  try  to  stay  focused  and  pay  attention  to 
each  other  and  make  sure  various  instrun\ents  are 
timed,"  he  said. 

James  said  they  usually  like  to  stay 
"well-fed  and  well-rested"  before  each  show.  "It's 
very  hard  to  achieve,"  he  admitted.  The  group  has 
been  performing  improv  comedy  for  over  seven 
years  together.  James  said  the  group  has  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  together  for  about  four  or  five 
months  at  a  time  which  has  helped  them  a  lot.  "It's 
helped  me  imderstand  the  relationship  1  have  with 
them,"  he  said.  The  three  of  them  seem  to  thrive  off 
one  another's  energy,  with  quick-witted  responses 
and  playful  banter. 

Coming  back  to  perform  in  Marion  was  not  a 
hard  decision  to  make.  "The  audience  is  always 
fantastic,"  said  Mike.  They  admit  the  group  has 
become  more  weU-known  over  the  past  year,  but 
said  fame  hasn't  changed  who  they  really  are.  "It 
hasn't  affected  us  one  bit.  We're  still  the  same 


person,"  said  David  Guion.  "We're  weirder  and 
more  jaded,  "  joked  James. 

"Other  than  that  we're  the  same  as  before," 
added  David.  "It's  the  same  jokes,  the  same  weak 
endings  and  slow  starts,"  James  said  kiddingly. 
"We'll  never  get  too  big  for  Marion,"  added  Mike. 

The  three  then  discussed  some  of  their 
squabbles,  which  included  an  incident  when  one  of 
their  ears  almost  got  torn  off  with  a  symbal  recently. 
Then  they  finished  getting  ready  for  their 
performance  before  the  show  began.  About  80 
people  crammed  into  the  Marion  Art  Center  despite 
the  strong  gusty  wind  and  heavy  rain  outside. 
Circus  Maxin\us  thanked  everyone  for  braving  the 
storm  and  then  told  them  to  run  out  the  door  in  case 
of  emergencies. 

First,  they  get  the  audience  to  understand 
where  they  are  coming  from  and  try  to  get  them 
involved  in  the  show.  They  divided  the  audience  in 
half,  with  one  side  repeating,  "There's  no  place  like 
home,"  and  the  other  side  chanting,  "I'll  get  you  my

pretty,  and  your  little  dog  too."  Then  the  audience 
was  told  if  during  an  improv  scene,  the  group 
hesitated  or  used  the  word"and"  the  audience  could 
shout  the  word  "die"  and  the  next  player  was  in  the 
spotlight. 

They  asked  the  audience  for  a  time  in  U.S. 
history,  and  one  audience  member  shouted  out 
during  the  Civil  War.  Mike  ended  up  holding  up  his 
hand  under  his  shirt  (his  Siamese  brother)  who  he 
eventually  shot  because  they  were  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  war. 

They  then  asked  for  a  sentence  from  an 
audience  member  on  which  they  based  their  whole 
scene.  "What  are  you  doing  in  a  place  like  this?"  The 
place  ended  up  being  an  eel  factory,  which  was 
going  out  of  business  until  one  of  the  players 
suggested  blowing  up  the  eel  skins  as  balloons. 

There  was  also  a  presidential  debate  between 
a  fisherman  and  a  dentist  which  proved  to  be  quite 
interesting.

Harbor  as  early  as  Saturday  morning.  "I  think  the 
boat  yards  did  a  super  job/'  Mr  Jennings  said 
Tuesday.  "We  normally  have  about  680  boats  in 
(Sippican)  Harbor  ...  and  someone  counted  them  on 
Monday  and  there  were  only  180.  That  means  they 
managed  to  get  600  boats  out  of  the  water  over  the 
weekend." 

Mr  Jennings  praised  Barden's  Boatyard,  Burr 
Brothers  Boatyard,  and  A  &  J  Boats  for  their 
assistance  with  this  monumental  task.  He  noted  that 
many  other  pleasure  boaters  took  the  early  warnings 
seriously,  and  sailed  to  safer  harbors  for  the  Labor 
Day  weekend.  "It  made  it  a  lot  better  not  having  (the 
harbor)  crowded,"  he  said.  "There  were  no  major 
accidents  or  problems." 

Like  Marion,  one  of  the  biggest  concerns  in 
Mattapoisett  was  the  potential  for  destruction  along 
the  water  —  especially  for  private  boat  owners.  But 
Mattapoisett  Selectman  John  N.  DeCosta  said  the 
town  really  pulled  together  to  avoid  any  possible 
catastrophes. 

"I  think  the  town  of  Mattapoisett  was  very 
fortimate.  God  must  have  been  with  us,"  he  said 
Tuesday.  "We  were  able  to  get  most  of  the  boats  out 
early  ...  and  I  want  to  thank  aU  the  departments  in

done." 

Selectman  DeCosta  estimated  some  150  to 
200  boats  were  pulled  from  Mattapoisett  Harbor  late 
Saturday  and  early  Sunday.  Extra  effort  was  also  put 
into  securing  both  the  Ned's  Point  and  Town  Wharf 
areas  —  with  special  attention  placed  on  the  town's

power  outages,  most  Mattapoisett  residents  escaped 
unscathed  from  the  storm.  "We  had  a  couple  of  cars 
which  were  damaged  by  falling  trees  ...  but  other 
than  that  there  was  nothing  serious,"  Selectman 
DeCosta  said.  "We  had  (Old  Rochester  Regional) 
High  School  opened  as  an  Emergency  Shelter  ...  and 
we  had  a  family  from  New  Bedford  stay  there 
overnight.  The  Red  Cross  was  also  on  hand  with 
food  and  provisions." 

Acushnet  Police  Chief  Michael  Poitras 
echoed  a  sense  of  relief  that  Edouard  wasn't  as 
devastating  as  it  could  have  been.  "I  would  say  that 
the  storm  was  certainly  anti-climactic,"  he  said.  "We 
had  a  few  tree  limbs  down  ...  and  a  few  power 
outages  due  to  downed  lines.  Other  than  that,  things 
were  pretty  good." 

Chief  Poitras  noted  the  ordy  potential  danger 
in  a  storm  like  Edouard  is  the  resulting  debris  which 
collects  in  the  streets  due  to  heavy  winds.  "People 
don't  often  think  about  the  leaves  and  pine  needles 
which  can  create  a  (slippery)  situation,"  he  said. 
"That's  certainly  a  concern  for  motorists." 

But  like  all  the  towns  in  the  area,  Acushnet 
seemed  to  fare  well  during  the  threat  of  Hurricane 
Edouard.  Chief  Poitras  said  they  held  a  meeting 
early  Tuesday  morning  to  evaluate  the  various  town

minutes  of  the  August  20  meeting.  Chairman 
Dickerson  also  took  a  moment  to  comment  on 
Hurricane  Edourd  and  its  effects  on  Marion.

Elizabeth  Taber  Library.  Ms.  Wardle  also  mentioned 
that  joining  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Library 
Systems  (SEAL)  is  a  benefit  to  the  community.  The 
system  "permits  our  Ubrary  to  utilize  ...  all  libraries  in 
our  region."  It  also  "saves  us  money  and  allows  the 
town  to  serve  more  people." 

Mr.  Richard  Poulsen  sent  a  letter  requesting 
the  approval  for  cars  "to  be  parked  on  Converse  Road 
for  approximately  six  hours"  on  September  28  for  a 
wedding.  The  letter  also  informed  the  board  that  there 
would  be  a  police  detail  on  that  day  to  "ensure  the 
parking  is  orderly  and  off  the  road  as  much  as 
possible."  Considering  there  will  be  a  poUce  detail,  the 
board  had  no  objections  to  this  arrangement  and  the 
request  was  unanimously  approved. 

The  town  received  a  memo  regarding  the  State

million  to  cities  and  towns  across  the  commonwealth 
for  construction  and  reconstruction  of  local  roads.  Of 
this  so-called  Chapter  90  money,  Marion  wUl  receive 
$18,080.00.  The  board  agreed  that  whether  or  not 
Wareham  and  Rochester  decide  to  repair  County 
Road,  the  Town  of  Marion  will  pursue  this  project. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Ronald  P.  Thibodeau  sent  a  letter  to 
the  board  informing  them  that  he  is  retiring  from  his 
position  with  NYNEX/New  England  Telephone.  The 
board  agreed  to  send  him  a  letter  of  thanks  for 
"bend(ing)  over  backwards"  for  the  town. 

The  board  had  a  few  other  issues  to  discuss, 
beginning  with  the  idea  of  a  bike  path  through 
Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Fairhaven.

Chairman 
Dickerson  explained  to  Selectman  Winters  that  he  just 
feels  the  project  should  move  forward,  and  the  next 
action  should  be  taken. 

Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles  mentioned  at 
this  point  that  public  access  to  this  path  was  going  to 
be  a  problem  considering  that  there  is  no  pubUc  access 
from  Front  Street.  Evidently  the  owner  of  the  property 
has  no  intention  of  opening  the  property  to  the  public. 
It  was  suggested  that  Benson  Brook  Road  could  be 
used  for  an  access.  The  board  finally  decided  to  hold 
off  on  moving  ahead  with  the  project  untU  the  next 
meeting  on  September  10  when  State  Rep.  Bill  Straus 
would  be  in  attendance  to  discuss  the  issue.  The  board 
also  asked  that  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board 
attend  as  well. 

Next  up  for  discussion  was  the  town's  leash 
law.  Dufing  the  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  two 
components  should  be  passed  at  the  next  Town 
Meeting.  First  is  the  by-law  and  second  is  the  funding 
and  financing  of  the  law.  If  residents  do  not  pass  both 
components,  then  the  town  wiU  use  the  funds  already 
available  in  the  budget.

My  cat  cries  for  food  and  then  when  I  open  a  new  can, 
she  sniffs  it  and  walks  away.  She  drives  me  crazy, 
what  can  I  do? 

Cats  that  eat  canned  food  develop  finicky  eating 
habits  and  produce  much  more  tartar  on  their 
teeth  than  cats  that  eat  dry  food  alone.  Make  the 
dry  food  available  and  try  phasing  out  the 
caimed  food  over  a  few  weeks. 

I'm  afraid  that  my  male  cat  will  develop  a  urinary  ob- 
struction if  I  feed  him  dry  food.  Are  there  any  dry 
foods  that  are  safe  for  male  cats? 
Generally  speaking,  premium  cat  foods  such  as 
lams  and  Science  Diet  are  excellent  dry  cat  foods 
that  are  readily  devoured  by  most  cats.  There  are 
also  a  nim\ber  of  urinary  formula  cat  foods  that 
are  sold  in  grocery  stores  that  may  help  prevent 
urinary  obstructions.

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Spitfire  Griii  serves 
leftover  sentiment 
despite  fresli  star

•  The  Spitfire  Grill.  Starring  Alison  Elliott,  Ellen  Burstyn, 
and  Marcia  Gay  Harden.  Directed  by  Lee  David  Zlotof  f .

Leaving  The  Spitfire  Grill,  I  was  convinced  of  two 
things:  that  nice  girls  who've  done  their  time  in  prison 
should  be  given  a  second  chance,  and  that  Allison 
Elliott  is  going  to  be  a  major  actress.  1  knew  the  first 
thing  going  in,  and  1  would  have  known  it  even  if  the 
movie  hadn't  systematically  drilled  it  into  my 
forehead.  But  Alison  Elliott ...  well,  damned  if  she 
doesn't  make  this  otiierwise  trite  Kleenex  marathon 
worth  seeing. 

Elliott  is  Percy  Talbot,  an  Appalachian  ex-con 
who  drifts  into  sleepy  Gilead,  Maine  (actually  sleepy 
Vermont).  With  its  rolling  hills,  rushing  waterfalls,  and 
quirky  townies  who  appreciate  the  local  trees,  Gilead  is 
like  Twin  Peaks  left  out  in  the  sun  too  long.  As  the 
mousy  Percy  steered  around  the  disapproving  stares  of 
the  natives,  1  knew,  just  knew,  that  she  would  end  up  a 
pivotal  and  beloved  member  of  the  community. 

First,  though,  she  takes  a  job  waiting  tables  at  the 
Spitfire  Grill,  a  dead  diner  owned  by  no-nonsense 
widow  Hannah  (Ellen  Burstyn).  When  Hannah  got 
waylaid  by  an  accident,  and  Percy  ineptly  took  over  as 
cook,  I  don't  know  how  1  knew  that  the  bashful  Shelby 
(Marcia  Gay  Harden),  unhappily  married  to  Hannah's 
bitter  nephew  (Will  Patton),  would  help  Percy  in  the 
kitchen  and  become  her  dearest  friend.  Somehow, 


though,  I  knew. 

Then  the  wise  Percy  comes  up  with  a  plan  to  sell 
the  Spitfire:  raffle  it  off  in  an  essay  contest,  where  the 
entrants  send  $100  cash  along  with  their  reasons  for 
wanting  the  diner.  Soon,  bags  of  mail  and  money  are 
pouring  in.  1  knew  that;  I  was  on  a  roll.  But  1  was 
shocked,  utterly  shocked,  to  learn  that  the  collected 
$200,000  in  raffle  money  had  vanished  cind  that  Percy 
would  be  blamed  for  it.  I  have  never  seen  this  plot 
development  in  any  other  movie  this  week. 

The  Spitfire  Grill  is  a  soft  machine  designed  to 
open  tearducts  (my  own  eyes  stayed  as  dry  as  Percy's 
cooking).  What's  more,  it  builds  up  a  series  of  climaxes 
driven  by  revelations  of  cliche  secrets  and  traumas.  I'll 
be  vague  here,  but  I  figured  out  the  mystery  man  in  the 
woods  almost  before  I  sat  down.  And  writer-director 
Lee  David  Zlotoff  unwraps  a  backstory  for  Percy  that  is 
the  sheerest  overkill.  We  like  the  girl,  already  —  stop 
hyping  her  as  this  saintly  diamond-in-the-very-rough. 

Spitfire  is  the  feature  debut  of  Zlotoff,  who  created 
TV's  "MacGyver"  —  this  doesn't  mean  Percy  makes 
gizmos  out  of  gum  wrappers,  though  the  movie  may 
have  been  bptter  for  it.  Zlotoff  would  be  nowhere 
without  Rob  Draper,  whose  cinematography  often 
achieves  the  lyricism  Zlotoff's  script  fumbles  for.  With 
its  laconic  loner  striding  into  town  and  changing  it 
forever,  the  film  is  like  High  Plains  Drifier  as  an 
Afterschool  Special. 

Yet  one  can't  fully  dismiss  Spitfire.  Stringy-haired 
and  drably  clothed,  Alison  Elliott  nevertheless  radiates 
beauty;  she  has  a  wide,  warming  smile  she  rations 
sparingly,  opting  mainly  for  a  performeince  of  touching 
gravity  and  vulnerability.  She  takes  this  lumpy,  heavy 
film-for-the-whole-family  squarely  on  her  slouching 
shoulders  and  carries  it  until  the  final  scenes,  when 
there  are  two  corpses  —  one  of  which  is  the  movie.
